In 
another cnse a yr/jng subaltern was 
shaved after his flogging. Another, 
•who dined at a public restaurant ac- 
companied by a cborus girl while the 
colonel and his wife were sitting there, 
•was Hogged with a knotted cane until 
he was nearly mad with agony, and 
then, divested of his trousers, be was 
forced to kneel down and sign a paper 
in which be denounced himself In the 
most opprobrious terms. The guards' 
colonel mentions In the papers an in- 
stance iu which the victim fought and 
was so badly mauled he was long in 
hospital. 


The Duke of Wellington's son was 


flogged because be left the Wellington 
barracks in undress uniform to get his 
hair cut. To have one's hair cut while 
wearing a uniform of any kind is con- 
sidered a breach of regimental 
eti- 


quette, except when the officer Is ac- 
tually on duty. Another officer was 
flogged for omitting to attend the regi- 
mental court martial.

New Type Will Surimx* In sift* nnU 


Power All Bxlutlii^ War*Oili>M. 


The Now York Herald's European 


edition publishes the following from its 
London correspondent:

blind to the rapid increase lyti the num- 
ber of ships of greater displacement 
and improved armament which char- 
acterize the building programme of oth- 
er maritime powers is shown by it^ 
owi. programme. 


The principal feature Is a new type 


of w.irslilp sarpiLSSing nil existing bac- 
tlesbfps in sir'o and power, designed by 
Mr. Watts Thorn will be three o£ these 
b!£ fighting machines built. Their dis- 
placement will roach -3.0UO tons*, which 
Is nearly 2.000 tons more than the King 
Edward class, the largest type of bat- 
tleship of any power. They •will cany 
four 12 inch guns placed in pnirs in 
two batteries fore and aft; also eight 
new pattern 9.2 inch guns mounted hi 
pairs in four smaller turrets and ten or 
twelve 0 inch quick firers. 


A remarkable feature is that they

inch gun is au extremely powerful 
piece, firing a SSO.pcnutd shell twice or 
three times hi the minute. The spoed 
will bo nineteen knots. The minimum 
armor protection will be better than 
that OL' the King1 Edward class, as 
practically the whole hull will be 
sheathed in mull.

Hitherto tljc largest submarine, tbe 


Gustave Zwle, had a displacement of 
26G tons, but tbut of rbe new boat will 
exceed ;ioO tons when it is uuder the 
water. It is to be 49 meters in length, 
4 1-5 meters in breadth, nnd its draft 
of water will be about 2*}'i, meters. The 
craft will be provided with a single 
screw, and it is expected to sail on the 
surface of the sea at the rate of eleven 
knot?. It Is to have four torpedo tubes, 
nud the cost of its construction is esti- 
mated nt $230,000, or one-third moro 
than the price of tbe most expensive 
submarine hitherto built. 


It is added that the problem of craft

solved. The submarine is only to be 
regarded as purelv defensive, whereas 
the submersible which is about to be 
constructed will, it ib thought, be able 
to attempt an attack on the enemy's 
ports and also to cruise along the com- 
mercial routes.

Traveleis who have gone 
into ecstasies over the spectacle of the 
hordes and hordes of strange visuged 
races tva'.iipiug all day the rickety old 
bridge oi the Golden Horn between 
Starobou! and Galatn may know that 
Chicago 'Liolds H dozen such quarters, 
•where the confusion of tongues is Ilie 
ivorst sliii'e Babel. 


Iu fact, 1'rofessor I'.uck calls the lin- 


guistic silnation which outaius in Chi- 
cago ''an unparalleled babel of foro.ui 
tongues," mul then lie continues- 


"1 sny unparalleled t.ibel with nil 


due regard to claims of Constantinople, 
Cairo an] other clues, of the orient, 
past and present. In Constantinople, 
with tlie liclerogeiicous constituency of 
tbe army and the harem, augmented by 
llio ranks of European ollicials and 
visitors, the number of languages rep- 
resented aiay on occasion be us great 
as in New Vork or Chicago. I!ut it 
must be remembered that only a few 
of these languages nre spoken by larg'1 
bodies of the population, whereas in 
Chicago tbare are some fourteen l.\» 
guagcs besides English each of which 
Is spoken by 10,000 or more persons. 
Nowspapets appear regularly iu ten 
languages, and church services may be 
heard in about twenty languages. 


"Chicago Is the second largest Bohe- 


mian city In the world, the third Swed- 
ish, the third Norwegian, the fourth 
Polish, the fifth Gorman, -New York 
being the fourth. In all there arc soir.e 
forty 
foreign 
languages spoken by 


numbers, ranging from half a dozen to j 
half a million and aggregating over -i 
million." 


Professor Buck carried on his Investi- 


gations by temporary residence in the 
various colonies in Chicago, which are 
really little cities within the metropo- 
lis, each speaking its own language, 
clinging to Its hereditary customs and 
in large part governing Itself. Besides 
the numbered statistics which he col- 
lected he studied the linguistic condi- 
tions of the second and third 'icnera- 
tlons of foreign bom persons, finding 
that the children of immigrants gener- 
ally speak English as vrell as their na- 
tive tongue, but that the grandchildren 
as a rule never learn the foreign lan- 
guage and speak only English.
